— 35. (New) The method of claim 21, wherein the pathology 
or condition is cirrhosis of the liver. — 



Claims 21 to 23 arid 25 are presently pending. The 
invention, as defined by independent claim 21, is directed to a 
method of decreasing the deleterious accumulation of 
extracellular matrix (ECM) associated with a pathology or a 
condition characterized by the TGF-(3-induced production and 
deleterious accumulation of extracellular matrix in a tissue by 
contacting the tissue with an anti-TGF-p antibody that binds to 
TGF-3; whereby the binding of the anti-TGF-p antibody to the 
TGF-3 suppresses the deleterious accumulation of the TGF-|3- 
induced extracellular matrix in the tissue. 



method of claim 21 and further recite specific pathologies or 
conditions. In particular, claim 22 is directed to the method of 
claim 21, wherein the pathology or condition is 

glomerulonephritis. Claim 23 is directed to the method of claim 
21, wherein the pathology or condition is selected from the group 
consisting of adult respiratory distress syndrome or cirrhosis of 
the liver, and claim 25 is directed to the method of claim 21, 
wherein the condition is scarring.

In this regard, 
Applicants thank the Examiner for his courtesy and advice 
extended to Applicants' representatives on October 1, 2001, 
during the telephonic interview regarding separation of claim 23 
into two claims. Entry of the amendments after final is proper 
because the amendments cancel claims, place the claims into 
condition for allowance or in better form for consideration on 
appeal, and do not raise new issues for consideration in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.116 and MPEP 714.12 and 714.13. 
Therefore, entry of the amendments is respectfully requested. A 
marked-up copy of claim 23 showing the amendments is attached 
hereto as Appendix A.
